From the British Kegistrar-G>»neral s 
returns we find that last year 1,1")-, 
525 births were regi^tcretl in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, or 3 i per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, wliich, in the 
middle of the year, was 33,88 1 ,9(b"i.

only 28 .strokes to tho iniuute as lie cnuUl 
palpably put on 10 strokes more. This to 
tho riverside tf)uts is incomprehensible. 
Elliott, the English champion, has recent- 
ly given some offence in aquatic circles by 
rowing alongside Hanlan when at prac- 
tice in order to fathom the secret of the 
latter'a skill. Hawdon's systomof practice 
is different to thai adopted by Hanlan. Ho 
frequently sculls in his beat form and on 
all sides it is admitted that his stylo is 
very pleasing to tho oyo. His hold of the 
water is singularly light and the narrow 
blades of his sculls are brought through 
witii apiiarently tho vory smallest expen- 
diture of Ktrengtli. The stroke i.s clearly 
delivered with a low feather, but ho is not 
very quick at tho recovery and doe.s not 
strike so fast as other prominent scullers. 
The ordinary rate of striking at which ho 
rows is 36 to tho minuto and from this ho 
seldom varies. When fairly settled into 
shape his sculling, however, convoys tho 
idoa of perfectly balanced action and tlie 
nicest calculation as to tho economical 
oxpcnditure of forco. Per.sonally he shows 
a slight likoiieSH to tho Toronto champion, 
from whom he (litlers very littlo in gen- 
eral outline of figure, height or weight.

Rumors of a vague but somewhat

Duke of Con- 
imught exorcised a depro.ssiiig influence 
on her health. Tho journey to Italy is 
not a'mero holiday trip. Sir W. Jenner 
considered that a eliange of scone and 
an almost entire ;iliseiice from official 
duty of any kiml >vore necessary for 
tho Queen, and this is the rfason whv 
sho lias buried herself on the secluded 
.shores of an Italian lake. It is no 
doubt in consequence of the somewhat 
glooniv statements regarding Her 
iMajeaty'.s health which are passing in 
society that other reports connected 
with the .snci'o.s.sioii to the throne are 
current.
